The most important local eveut of 
tho past few days was the departure of 
Baron snd Baroness Rosen, the Russian 
Mininter and his wife, theformerof whom has 
beon so prominent of late in representing 
his country in tho negotiations with Japan, 
By ono of thoso strange froake of fortune 
the peuple here deeply reurotted to seu the 
Baron go.. Heisa man who has susceeded 
in ingratiating himself into their . guod 
opinions, and thaugh thero ia hatrod felt 
for the Russian in general, for ¢he Baron 
nothing but kind words sre spoken, At 
the palace, too, he was greatly admirod, 
and. the good opinion of tho Emperor was 
significantly shown by tho handsomo pre- 
aenta which he sont down to the Hussian 
Legation the day bafure the Baron sailed. 
‘At Yokohama, the departing Minister waa 
seen off onthe French steamer Yarra to- 
day, and, though J and othera strove by 
every mesna to get a snapshot of him we all 
failed signslly. ‘The palice guarded tho part- 
ing Russian well, and not even 8 cainera 
lens could bo bruvght to bear upon him, 
Of his departure, tho whole of tho 
vernocular press were united in exprossing 
regret, but tho Tokyo Ashat waa more 
profuse than its contemporaries. Tt wound 
up a striking eulogy with a strange wen- 
tence, and when the feeling towards 
Russia ia remembered it is worth quoting. 

‘Lat it he hoped,’ said the journal, ‘that 
fighting af enemies the two belligerents 
may yet rotain as before the spirit of per- 
sonal love, and lot it ba hoped that they 
may bohavo towards cach other aa frisnds 
placed on the wrong side.’ The Asuht 
evidently meant well, but it certainly got 
mixed up. 

It js algo interesting to note locally the 
Doneficent and genorous mannor in which 
all ctasues contribute to the war fund, 
Peoplo of the lowest clusaes give their sen 
with as good a groove ns the nobility donate 
their thousands of yon. The war bonds, 
the fiext issue of which, amounting to 
100,000,C00 yon, is about to be mada, will 
be fully subscribed, tho Poo:s of the realm 
themeclvos taking 60,010,000 between 
them, , whilst three or four banks wilt take 
up 30,000,000 yen's worth, That leaves 6 
paltry ten million for others, and there are 
bound to be numerous applicants, Tn 
avory way possible, tho people appear to 
be exurting themaolves to nsuint the Govarn- 
tent, and great credit is indeed duc to the 
Press for its attitude of silence during 
the late stages of the negotiations, The 
Government, of course, wpplied the gag to 
a certain extent, but that was only done 
in order to suppress some of tho lower 
and irresponsible journals, The luading 
papera wore heatt and soul with the 
Cabinet and wore-prepared to shut up al- 
together if it was necessary to do 80 to 
aecuro success in the negotiations or initial 
propurations for war, This in a striking 
feature of the Japan of to-day, and is what 
has probably made moro than anything 
else for the progress of the nation since it 
throw off the nhackles of feudalism half-a- 
century or Ho ago, Referring to the war 
fund contributions reminds mo of a small 
incident which was given publicity a 
day or sv ago.

extreme importance, ‘Tho focussing of the 
higher polloy of the dafence of the Empire 
can, in pur opinion, be vested only in this 
Committee, over which the Prime Minister 
presides,’ We can conceive no other méans 
of providing the Oabinot with tho informa- 
tion and advice in regard to the general 
preparations for war which ate at all times 
required to be: maintained, or which may 
at any moment be needed to moet special 
circumstances unexpectedly arising, and of 
watching Naval and Military expenditure 
go ‘as to endure that it is consistent with 
the conditions which his Majesty's Govern- 
ment may desire to enforce, 


8, Wo have, thereforo, after full consider- 
ation, come ta tho conclusion that our 
wisest courso was to deal firat with the 
supremo direction of the national policy of 
defence, then to report upon tho superior 
admintatmtion of the War Office, and later 
to make specific recommandations as to the 
details of the distribution of duties and of 
reponsidilities between the heads of 
branches. p ‘ 

3. At tho outset of our inquiry it was 
necessary todecide whether formal evidence 
should be tsken. After discussion, we 
determined that it was undesirable to adé 
to the enormus volume of evidence already 
availablo, Wo coneequently decided to 
take counsel with ull the high offtoinls, 
Military and Civit, whose views and ex. 
perience gould throw light upon our 
investigutions, bur nut to record their 
evidences, ‘We have thus obtained expres- 
sions of opinion given with coinplete 
feoeduin, which havo bean of yreut valuo tu 
us in forming the conclusions embodied in 
our Report. : 

4. Wo are directed, by the terms of our 
Reference, to tuke the Admiralty sy tem of 
higher administration 9s the busis of our 
action, and wo are convinced that, while 
thera may bo imperfections in the working 
of that system, it is absolutely sound in 
principle. It has been handed down 
without matorial chango from the period of 
great Noval wars. Tt may be eaid to have 
been founded on the proved requirements 
of war; and although it has not in recont 
times been put to the eupreme test, it has 
smoothly and successfully met now demands 
an they have arisen, including an enormous 
increase of personnel and materiel, It con- 
furma clorely to the arrangements under 
which tho largoat private industries are 
conducted. Finally, it hoe retained the 
confidance of the Navy and of the nation. 

&. chia cannot be aaid of the War Oftice, 
where great changes have beon frequent, 
and stability of administration has never 
been attained. The vomplex system which 
provailed at the time of the Crimean 
campaign broke down completely under 
tho stress of war after bringing the nation 
to the verge of diaustor. , The changes that 
followed were important, and in somo 
respects beneficial. Tho conception of o 
War Offico for dealing with the whole 
business of tho Army dates from 1856; 
hut « dual system, involving great 
disadvantages, prevailed till 1870, 
Subsequont changes of greater or less mo- 
tent wero introducod by successive Secra- 
taries of State, and have been traced in 
some detail by the various bodies which 
have reported upon the War Office. Wo 
do not propose to recapitulate those char- 
ges. It suffices to atate that no public do- 
partment has hoon 99 frequently examined 
or so acathingly criticised by Comm ssions 
and Committees as the War Office, 

6. Sincu the partin] reconstruction effect. 
ed with a view to romedy the evils rendered 
obvioun by tho experionco of the Orimea, 
there has been nothing of the nature of 
organic change in the aystem of War Office 
administration. Some of the recommend. 
ations of the numerous inquiring bodies 
have front time to time been selected 
for acceptance without any due regard to 
tho necessnry drawbacks -of dealing with 
administrative reform in piecemeal fashion ;
